A REORGANIZED STATE 


The st: e reorganization act passed by the 
Assembly under the guidance of Governor Chandler 
is now being put into operation. 

The success of the act will depend very largely on 
the business capacity, and the public spiritedness of 
the men appointed to the various department heads. 

Instead of more than one hundred separate 
departments and state spending agencies writing 
cold checks against the state treasurer, future state 
checks will be backed up with real money. 

J. Dan Talbott, than whom there is no more able 
and conscientious business man in Kentucky, has 
been named by Governor Chandler to head the 
Department of Finance and Budgetary Control and 
no cold checks will be signed by him. 

Prof. James W. Martin of the University of 
Kentucky will head the new State Tax Commission. 
Mr. Martin was of great service in preparing the 
new state revenue laws and is a public minded, 
capable and honest official. 

Other appointments by the Governor to head 
departments are of equal merit. The Highway 
Department, already in good hands, will be 
permanently organized when all the other 
department heads have been maned. 

Employees below department heads will be 
selected on a modified Civil Service basis, and will 
be subject to removal for incompetencv or other 
cause.

In some 
fields the poor corn shows up In spots 
and In other fields the entire crop Is n 
failure. The soils often nre high In 
fertility, and until recently the cause 
of the failures has been unknown by 
the farmers working the land. 

With the perfecting of tests for 
available potassium, or potash, It lias 
been found that most such failures 
have been caused by a lack of sulli- 
clent potassium.

Tankage for Milk Cows 

While Midwest agricultural experi¬ 
ment stations have recently been tes/- 
ing out tankage us a protein feed for 
fattening steers, the Massachusetts 
station at Amherst has been experi¬ 
menting with tankage ns n source of 
protein for dairy cows.

SUB-DISTRICTS 

Under section 4399-6 of the Ken¬ 
tucky Statutes what would have 
been the status of the sub-districts 
in Morgan County if Morgan County 
had not been made one district. An¬ 
swer: The status of the sub-districts 
in Morgan County would have been 
thus: The Court of Appeals in this 
case, the County Board of Education, 
etc., against Goodpaster 260, Ky. 198 
has passed upon this question and 
has a wide disertion in acting under 
this section of the statutes. 

The Court of Appeals in the case 
cited above emphasizes he fact that 
“No sub-district shall exist which has' 
less thpn 50 white census pupils." 
therefore, it is clear thrt there cai ! 
not be any sub-districts which have 
less than . r 0 white census pupils; and 
since sub-district A showed a census 
of only 49, it is not a sub-district 
and the Couny- Board of Education 
has no right nor the State Board of' 
Education to maintain an emergency 
sub-district. According to this deci¬ 
sion if the Morgan County Board of 
Education had not merged all sub-' 
districts, Morgan County would have 
had about 49 emergency sub-dis¬ 
tricts to merge with the remainder, 
of the legal sub-districtv. The Board 
of Education realized that they! 
would encounter too much friction! 
in abolishing these sub-districts, and i 
rewriting sub-district boundaries aJJ 
over the county would have been 
a problem of great magnitude and i 
very expensive. The Board of Edu- i 
cation thought it better to make Mor- i 
gan County one district and to main- t 
tain and operate the schools so long t 
as the enrollment justified.

SCHOOL EXEMPT 

. .Frankfor, Ky., June 4, 1936

Dear Sir: 

Your letter of June 3, relative to 
the exemption of boards of education 
from sales tax on public utility bills, 
has been received. 

The bill provides in section two 
as follows: “Provided, however, that 
no tax shall be imposed on the trans¬ 
mission of voice and, or messages for, 
or upon sales of electric Current, wa¬ 
ter. artificial, natural or mixed gas 
to, the United States, this State, any 
Kentucky municipality, any political 
subdivision of this state or any chari¬ 
table, religious, or educational insti¬ 
tution in Kentucky." 

The provirions of thi. section, as 
wc can wf, exempts boards of edu¬ 
cation. since they not only purchase 
gas, lights, water, etc., as educational 
institution, but also might be classi¬ 
fied as political subdivisions of the 
state. Hence any of tlw taxable utili¬ 
ties are exempted to school and to 
school boards when used solely for 
school purposes. 

We have held also in an opinion 
addressed to Mr. William T. Baskett 
that boards of education are exempt¬ 
ed from paying the new sales tax on 
ice cream and candy when bought : 
by school boards and used solely for 
school purposes, without profit.

Miscellaneous Hints 


F LOWERS: Most flowers shoulj 
have little or no artificial water¬ 
ing until they are at least hajf 
grown. 

When watering is begun, lay the 
hose on the ground and soak the 
soil between the rows. Sprinkling 
requires the use of more water and 
la less thorough. 

To get better and larger blos¬ 
soms, cease watering when buds 
appear. 

For a continuation of bloom, pick 
flowers regularly. This Is most 
important with sweet peas’ and 
pansies, less so with petunias. 

VEGETABLES: Avoid the com¬ 
mon mistake of Americans of let¬ 
ting vegetables grow too large be¬ 
fore picking. Younger vegetables 
are more tender, more nourishing 
and more palatable. 

With a large percentage of the 
vegetables, get them while they are 
yet in the full flush of growth. 
Root crops—radish, carrot, beet— 
are at their best when hardly half 
grown. 

Pick peas jusi before pods fill 
out completely. Pick corn just at 
the ‘•milk'* stage, that Is. when the 
kernel, gouged with the Anger nail, 

I yields a milky juice. Use Summer 
| squash when small, just after the 
! bloom has dropped off. 

Other vegetables, of course, 
should be allowed to mature more 
completely before using. Toma¬ 
toes should be ripened well on the 
vine, as should Winter squash. 
Cantaloupe are at their best when 
they need not be pulled from the 
stem, but roll off the vine at a 
touclfr. 

There are exceptions to ; mny of 
these rules of course. Some may 
wish to use green tomatoes Tor 
special dishes or for canning, or 
they may wish to allow beans to 
grow to the dry bean stage.
